As whena man is fick, the 
firſt ſteppe to health, is to know his fick- 
nelle: even ſo to ſalvation, the firſt 
ſtep, is to know thy damnation due ſor 
thy many linnes, 

- The law of God therefore muſt be 
gotten, and carefully looked in; we 
muſt look in it ſpiritually, and not car- 
nally, as the outward word. or letter 
doth declare and utter : and ſo our Sa- 
viour teacheth us in Matthew,expound- 
ing the ſixth and ſeaventh Commande- 
ments, not only after the outward 
deed, but alſo after the heart, making 
there the anger of the heart, a kind of 
murther ; laſting after another mans 
wife, a kind of adultery. 

And this is one of the differences be- 
tweene Gods Law and mans Law; that 
of this (man's law I meane)) I am nor 
condemnable, ſo long as I obſerve out- 
wardly the ſame. But Gods Law go- 
eth to the roote and ta the heart, con- 
demning

demning me for the. inward motion, 
althongh outwardly I live moſt holily. 
As. for. example ; if I-kill no - man, 
thoughin mm I hate, man's:law 
condemneth me not 75 but otherwiſe 
doth Gods Law. And why? for icfeerth 
the-root from whence: the evill doth 
ſpring. lf hatred were taken outiof the 
hears,then loftinefſe in lookes, detratti- 
on in tongue ,' and. murther by hand, 
could never enſue. If luſting were: out 
of the hearc, curioſity 'iri countenance, 
wantonnefle in wordsjloathſome bolds 
neſle in body would notappeare. 

In that therefore this outward evill 


ſprings out of the inward corruption: james 2. 


{ſeeing Gods Law alſo is a law of liberty, 
as faith.Sr Fames, and ſpiritual! as Gith 


St Paule,perte&tly and ſpiritually it'ts to gom, 7, 


be underſtood , if we will truely come 
to the knowledge of our finnes. For of 
this inward corruption, reaſon know- 
eth little or nothing. TI had not known

To the knowledge : therefore of our
